We have to caution the public again 
regardirg bad dollara, Yesterday, out of a 
parcel paid in to the Oriental Bank, fifty- 
six were found to be spurious coin, Lo 
this case, the money was paid in by a rea- 
peotable trader, and he. appears to have re- 
ceived the dollars from’ Siam. It is most 
difficult to detect the unsonndness, as the 
outside of the coin is that of a good dollar, 
and’ it is only the inside which contams the 
rpurious metal, The means by which theso 
cvins are -manufactured. ig not known; 
either-the dollar {s bored out by some 
machine ‘and the cavity filled up, or the 
coins are Split up and afterwards joined 
together.’ However, to all ‘appearance, it 
is a proper ‘silver. dollar, and. it is only by 
the ring that the false metal inside can be 
‘detected. Tho Oriental. Bank ‘very pro- 
perly drilled holes vhrough all the coins 
bef.re parting with them,'and havo com- 
municated with the Police on the subject.

TAK STRAITS AND SINGAPORE 
FROM AN AUSTRALIANS 
- . 4 POINT OF VIEW. : 
Writing to the Melbourne Argus J, H. 
proceeds to give his ylews respecting 
The Acheen War.—At. the other end of 
the Straits of Malacca is a similar point of 
Sumatra territory, called Acheen, which, 
with Englund’s consent, was latély—about 
five years ago—seized upon by the Dutch, 
who are desirous to make it another Singa- 
ore: Itissome consolation to the English 
traveller, who sees good things thus taken | 
by others, and one gate of these important 
straits—the highway from England to 
China—so got-by another power, that the 
Dutch have got a hornet’s- nest in this 
Acheen, For four years the Acheenese 
bave made it very bot indeed. for thelr 
would-be owners, They would have sub- 
mitted quietlyto the mild, kindly rule of 
England, that does not enslave for money- 
making purposes the population of any 
country that it rales; but they will not 
haye the Dutch for their masters if ighting 
Gan avail them, Tho atars in their courses 
fonght for Sisera, ond climate inBitences’ 
fight for the plucky Acheenoss. Of every 
bundred Dutoh soldlers. taken th ther from: 
Java, 70 bave to’be taken baok sick before 
three months are over.
